Election Expenses of Judges in New 
York City Are Shown To Be 
Rather Heavy. 


New York, September °5.—Today was 
‘“tudges day” at the Mazet legislative in- 
vestigation committee. A number of the 
judges of the city called for the purpose 
of ascertaining the opinions of the differ- 
ent members of the judiciary as to the 
advisability of the passage of a stringent 
law prohibiting the paying of election ex- 
penses by the candidates for judicial of- 
fices. This action was taken, Chairman 
Mazet explained, at the request of the 
City Club, the chamber of commetceé and 
other bodies of a similar character. 

Justice Edward Patterson, of the appel- 
late division of the supreme court, was 
the first witness of the day. He testifled 
that he paid several thousand dollars, he 
could not remember exactly how much. 
He thought that political parties needed 
money®for legitimate expenses, but that it 
would be a great relief and a wholesome 
thing if contributions were not allowed. 
Justice Gildersleeve’s election expen:¢s 
were $4,000. He opposed the payment of 
large sums, but did not object to reason- 
able expenses being paid by judicial can- 
didates. Justice Glegerich paid Tammany 
Hall $5,000. He did not see why judictal 
candidates ought to be exempt as long 
as political parties needed money. Justice 
Scott’s expenseg were $9,955. He thought 
it would ‘be an advantage to the public 
if all candidates, judictal included, could 
be relieved from election expenses. Jus- 
tice Bischoff paid Tammany Hall $10,000. 
He thought judicial candidates should not 
be exempt. 

Justice Dugro said he paid $10,000. He 
thought a law doing away With contribu- 
tions would be a good thing. Justice Fitz- 
gerald paid $5,000. He favored a law forbid- 
ding contributions by judicial candidates. 
Tustice Beach paid Richard Croker $5,062. 
He knew of no reason why a judicial can- 
didate should be relieved of the payment 
of legitimate election expenses. Justice 
Hienty C. Beekman paid $4,797. He fa- 
vored exemption for judicial candidates. 
Justice Truax said he paid over $1,500. 
He could see no harm in the payment of 
small sums. Justice Charles MacLean 
said that no suggestion had ever been 
made to him to pay a campaign contribu- 
tion. He had no opinion as fo whether it 
would be a good thing to abolish the sys- 
tem of assessing candidates for the bench. 

The committee adjourned until tomor- 
row.

Destruction by Late Bombardment 
by United States and British 
Ships Is Being Considered.

Washington, September 25.—The three 
overnments interested in Samoa—Grert 
Britain, Germany and the United States— 
have been considering the claims arising 
out of the bombardment last summer, in 
which the American forces under Admi- 
rai Kautz, and the British forces under 
Captain Sturdee, participated. As a pre- 
Iiminary step, the British government 
has signified a purpose to adopt in this 
case the principle observed in the dam- 
age done by the bombardment of Alex- 
andria, Egypt, namely, that private 
property destroyed as a recessity incli- 
dent to the prosecution of naval ynd 
mi.itary operations would be paid fcr. 
While applying this general principle/ the 
adjustment of the various claims is yet 
to be made according to the circum- 
gtarces of each. 

The claims are being considered under 
two main heads, viz, those arising from 
the joint naval operations of the British 
and the American forces; and, second, 
those growing out of the operations of 
the Samoan natives, chiefly the followers 
of Mataafa. Under the first head, caused 
by the British-American operations, are 
included the claims resulting from the 
actual bombardment, such as damage 
done by shells, and also those resulting 
from the demolition of buildings and like 
incidental damage to private property, 
which at once became necessary 18 a 
means of checking the uprising. ‘che 
shells and projectiles have turned out 
to be comparatively small, and rauch 
the larger amount is for the incidental 
destruction and damage of houses and 
property as a precautionary measure. 

The second class of claims, growing 
out of the depredations by the Samoan 
natives. has been more difficult of ad- 
justment. The officials have hesitated to 
impose a heavy money burden on the 
Samoans, and yet they have felt it es- 
sential that the Samoans should tunder- 
stand that they cannot cause wholesale 
damage to the property of the whites 
and then go free of obligation. Thus far 
it has not been possible to formulate 
even a general principle for consid¢ring 
this class of claims, 

It ‘s understood that 
German authorities are agreed on the 
general principle that the bombardment 
and naval claims should be reimbursed. 
This, however, it is asserted, jmposes no 
obligation on Germany to share in meet- 
ing the claims, as the UWerman forces 
aid not participate in the bombardment. 
it is sald also that no proposition has 
been made to have Germany pay a part 
of the damage done by the Mataafa 
forces. The course of the United States 
has not yet been fully determined, either 
as to the bombardment claims or the 
claims arising from native depredations.

Another fact 
that has been demonstrated jis that 
the problem is more, acute in the sec- 
tion which has heretofor@ been com- 
paratively free from the presence of the 
hegroes. 

The Coneregitionalist, for instance. 
iS a publication which stands high 
among those pericdicals which repre- 
sent the best thought and aims of the 
northern people. In a recent issue it 
liscuss$; some -phases of the prob- 
em with a sobriety which is undoubt- 
edly. the result of a deeper knowledge 
of the subjevt than the editor had, sav 
en years ago. ‘The Congregzational- 
it points out that “race hatred has 
thown itself within the last two or 
three vears to be as bitter in I|linois 
is in Georgia.’ With due caution and 
esarve, We may he permitted to remark 
n this that if. race hatred. as Thi 
Congregationalist understands it. exists 
In Georgia, it is confined to a very 
small class of the poulation in both 
faces. We have not the slightest idea 
that in Gaorgia or elsewhere in the 
south the average negro hates the 
whites, or that the average white man 
hates the negroes. . The evidence {s all 
_the other way. 

What may happen in the course of 
time, when competition in the fie’ds of 
labor becomas more strenuous than it 
is now, we do not know. In the towns 
there is already competition in the va- 
rious trades, but we have never heard 
of any friction on that account. The 
most serious competition. as Mr. R. 
W. Hunt pointai out in Sunday’s Con- 
Stitution, is between the black and 
white cotton growers, and the remedy 
he propses is to build more cotton fae- 
tories and thus open a new field of 
Industry to tha tenant farmers of the 
south and their families. a field which 
they are admimbly fitted to occupy. 

And, as another evidence that Prov- 
idence has a hand in the matter. this 
remedy is actually in coursaof applica- 
tion on a scale that is attracting the 
attention of the world. If the in- 
Crease in the number. of cotton fac- 
tories goes on at the rate that has 
marked each month of tha present year, 
it will not be long before the negro 
farmers will be producing the bulk of 
thé cotton crop. 

The Congregationalist takes no stock 
In the movemanit to diffuse a part of 
the negro population throughout the 
north. It quotes statistics to show 
“either that the negreos are more law- 
abiding in the sonth than in the north. 
or els4 that they are not so strictly 
called to account for minor offenses 
against the laws.” These statistics 
were furnished by Professor Wilcox, 
of Cornel! university, in a paper re- 
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votedly republican state, whose con- 
gressmen have been of the extreme 
radical brand. When a negro with 
money in his pockeg must find comfort 
upon the sidewalk in such a state, it

black, whose sympathy and assistance 
were of the most practical kind. 

They wera doing well. as we have 
said, when suddenly there arose in 
Roston a new prophetess of maudlin- 
ism, (if we may he permitted to emplov 
the word to describe an excass of mor- 
hid sentimentality) a Miss Jewett. who 
jumped upon the most conventent plat- 
form and eave the publie to under- 
Stand that she proposed to take the 
direction of affairs out of the hands of 
Providence and manage matters to suii 
herself. \s her campaign was to be 
on the ofler of the spectacular, her 
first movement was to get hold of the 
Baker family and place them on exhi- 
bition in Boston as examples of the 
cruelty of the “southern slave drivers.” 

Miss Jewett took these unfortunates 
from thair home in Charleston against 
the protests of both their white and 
black friends, carried them to Boston 
and placed them on various platforms, 
and held them up as examples of south 
ern barbarism This crusade was not 
or the bengit of the Bakeg family nor 
in behalf of the negro race. but to in- 
lame northern prejudice and to feed 
the desire for notoriety on the part of 
a2 voung woman. 

Now comes the beginning of the end. 
Miss Jewett raised by subscription $700 
for the benefit of the Baker familv—a 
stim sufficient to keep them in comfort 
in their Charleston home for more 
than 1 year. But this sum is 
now «@hausted, and we see from the 
newspapers that Mr. William Lloyd 
(;arrison is asking the public’ for 
money sufficient to maintain the fam- 
ily for a season and to secure them a 
comfortable home. We call attention 
to the fact that this familv has now 
bg-ome a charge on the charity of the 
northern publie purely as the result of 
the morbid sentimentalitv§ that has 
wrought so many eruel results. The 
mother and her children were com- 
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tbiv situated in bur a: sur 
oundal by the only | friends the 


negroes have ever had in this countrv.

The Cotton Market Considered. 


Edftor Constitution—Allow me to thank you 


for the interest vou are manifesting in cotton 
farmers, and you seem to have studied the 
matter very closely, and I think that all papera 
over the cotton belt should urge the farmers 
to hold their cotton: also urge the merchants 
over the country districts and bankers to assist 
the farmers all they possibly can by allowing 
them to store their cotton in warehouses, and 
accept the receipts as security for their in 
| debtedness. If the farmers have given ‘‘cos 
| ton notes’ for their fertilizers, pay them 
off, but ask to be ‘‘carried’’ on the balance of 
| your indebtedness. 


The merchant necessarily will be compelle4 


to have some money that is due him. but the 
farmers can easily deposit their cotton in ware- 
houses, and give the receipt for the same, as 
security to their creditors, and they can eas- 
ily obtain money on these receipts to bridge 
| over most emergencies. If the bankers,’ mer- 
| chants and planters would meet and follow 
| the example of the people of Tr up county, I 
| beliewe much good would be accomplished. The 
price of cotton would be forced up to & cents 
| or more, and there would be a general revival 
of business in the south. Cotton has been pro- 
duced for several years below cost, and the 
‘cotton farmer’’ has been getting deeper in 
debt every year. 


Now is it not time the cotton farmer begin 


_to demand a living price for his product? If 
the spinners can make a profit with the pres- 
ent price of cotton goods—and pay 8 cents per 
pound for the raw material, what do they 
make when they buy cotton at from 4 to ¢ 
cents per pound? Are they not growing im- 
mensely rich, while the farmer is growing 
poorer every year? And unless a better price 
can be obtained for their cotton, the farmers 
of the south woill be in worse shape than ever. 
for the corn crop is at least one-third off. This 
will force farmers to patronize the western 
packing houses to a greater extent than ever. 
Now with the cotton crop short and the price 
s0 low, where will the farmers of the south 
stand financially? 


The cause of this low price of cotton, what 


is it? Some claim it to be “‘over-production.”’ 
In my opinion it is ‘“‘over-estimation."" The 
| great Mr. Neill comes out with a 12,000,000-bale 
estimate. Now to make this enormous crop, | 
| all things must be favorable from start to | 
| finish. A full acreage must be planted, the 
| seasons must be favorable to crowing and ma- 
turing of the plant. This year the cotton acre- 
age has been cut down, the amount of ferti|- 
izer cut down, and the season very unfavora- | 
_ble; more land has been sown in wheat, alse 
more planted in corn. Does this not show 
conclusively that the cotton a-reage has been | 
reduced, and does not common sense teach 
anyone who knows anything about the na- 
ture of cotton that we cannot expect a full crop 
with the seasons we have had this year in most 
parts of the cotton growing regions? Now if 
Mr. Neill wishes his estimate of 12,000,000 bales 
to held good, he must go to work and grow at 
least 2,760,000 bales, My estimate is 9,260,000. at

It may surprise a great many devotees 
of golf to learn that the game was first 
Played in this country by the Indians, 
being called by- them ‘‘toli.”’ 
It is one of their chief amusements, hav-
